3.4.5 For carbon, carbon-manganese and alloy steels, Table 5.3.2 Mechanical properties for acceptance purposes: carbon, 
carbon-manganese and alloy steel forgings for machinery and shafting gives the minimum requirements for yield stress, elongation, 
reduction of area, and typical Brinell hardness values, corresponding to different strength levels, but it is not intended that these 
should necessarily be regarded as specific grades. Intermediate values for other specified minimum tensile strengths should be 
calculated by interpolation. 
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
